, get of a growing Red Chinese espion- 
V age campaign designed, among other 
> things, to gather confidential data for 
Peking. 

* Third, Red China desperately wants 
■\ to make contact with and influence our , 
;* rising generation, both college and 
l high school students as well as youth- 
; ful workers employed in industry. 

Tiro pro-Mao i.st groups \ 

1 Let’s examine in some detail these 
i Maoist thrusts. 

The two main pro-Maoist groups, 
highly competitive > with each other, 

/ each has its own program, origins and, 
on occasion, feuds with the other. But 
. both are fanatically loyal to Mao doc- 
j, trines.

Red Chinese intelligence in the 
United States, as compared with Soviet 
Russia’s, has a major handicap in that 
Peking is not recognized diplomat- ; 
i ically by this country nor is it yet a 
member of the Unilcd Nations. This 
deprives the Red Chinese of a legal 
base from which to operate spies. 

But Peking is attempting espionage 
in a variety of ways. One is to endea- 
vor to introduce deep cover intelli- l 
gence agents into the United States. 

Third countries are used as bases of 
attack. Ihe New China News Agency, ■ 
an agency of Communist China, has an 
office in Canada. Though claiming to 
be a legitimate news-gathering org’ani- ' 
zation, it is obvious that the New 
China News Age.ncy serves as Red 
China’s chief propaganda millet abroad 
and has the potential of supplying Pe-’ 
king with intelligence of all types. ) 
The shadow of Mao Tse-tung can be ’ 
seen and felt in the United States 
today. We can expect the subversive 
danger to grow as time passes. 1 The 
only way to meet it is to be prepared.
